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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's arguments dated 1 7 January 2008 are persuasive; therefore, the previous 
rejections have been withdrawn. Specifically, claims 1, 4, 7, and 10 recite subsampling the initial 
foreground and background signals while/and "ignoring undefined pixels." Simard (U.S. Patent 
7,120,297) teaches the desirability of subsampling initial foregournd and background signals, 
such as shown at blocks 724 and 732 in figure 7. However, Simard does not "ignore undefined 
pixels" primarily because previously undefined pixels have already been "filled" at blocks 722 
and 730 prior to the subsampling operations. 

Foreach of Simard's foreground and background signals, there exist undefined pixels, 
i.e., "don't care pixels." By filling the don't care regions with, e.g., an average pixel value for the 
entire image (column 25/49-51), the pixels in those regions are essentially "defined" in that they 
are assigned values. Accordingly, Simard does not disclose "ignoring undefined pixels" because 
it is unnecessary to do so — all of the undefined pixels in each of the foreground and background 
signals are defined by the filling operations at blocks 722 and 730. In contrast, the present 
invention fills the undefined pixels after subsampling, as shown in figure 15, and therefore 
ignores the undefined pixels during the subsampling process.
